Cora Button Castle, of Columbia TUni-
véraity, has jJust made publle the reaults
of & remarkabie study of “"Eminent
Women." We have heard a gréat deal
about eminent men
since Mr. Carnegie
gave the world his
impressions of the
heroes of mascu-
line blography, and
it s a good time
ta hear something
about the women,

Misa Castle gives
A solantifie turn to
her  Investigation
and her expressed
purpose is to throw
light upon the queas.
tion econtained in -
one of her opening pAragraphs, which
runs as follows:

“It s & =ad commentary on the sex
that from the dawn of history tn the
present day less than one thousand
women have accomplished anvthing that
history has recorded as worth while
One cannot evade the guestion: Is woman
Innately so inférior to man, or has the
attitude of civilization been to  closs
the avenuea of emineéence against her?’

The method by which the Investigation
has beon conducted s that previously

smployed by Francis Galton and Prof.
Cattell with regard to eminent men
Briefly, It s to atudy ths bhlographleal

dictionaries and encyclopedias and note
thes number of times that certaln names
ocour, and the amount of space devoted
ta, tham.

The original Intentlon, it appears, was
to out off from the lower end of the list
all the less conapicuous names untll ons
thousand of the more consplcuous re-
mained, which were then to be carefully
studied as to merit, But, to the evident
surprise of Miss Castle, there was
nothing to ecut off! There wers npot
enough eminent women in all history to
make up & thousand!

“When the twenty-three Biblical char-
acters were excluded, the entire number
was only $68."

Eminent women. llke eminént men,
fall into various classes. But the women
have some lasses peculiar to themsalves, |

Thie is based upon the amount of space
ascorded to thess women In blagraphy
It |s easy, of course. to se# thal A vast
variety of considerations may have af-
fected this standard of measiremént,
and probably. upon a close study of
actual merit, the beautiful Quesn Mary
of Boots would 1ose the rank that Mips
Castie’'s method gives her as “the most
eminent woman in bhistory,” with no
close competitor.

More wvaluable is
one may find,

the evidence which
in reading between the
lines, that women, without regard to
thelr mental abllity, have not had an
even ohanee with men in the raca for
historic eminence. Everybody knows
that that Is a0 without resorting to
statistios. This has besn emphatically »
man's world, hitherto, He has had the
upper hand from the heginning, and he
kesps it still, and some of the repressn-
tatives of his sex would evidently like
to keep it forever!

Hut that the balance Is golng to be
more Ffalrly adjustéd In the futurs is
plainly Indleated by the striking fact
brought out In Miss Castle's study, that
the ratio of eminent women par 10,000,000
of populition has been steadlly increds-
ing since the fifteenth century, The six-
teénth cantury gained 19.8 per cent over

ilho fittesnth; the seventeenth gained 7.3
per

cent over the sixtesanth; the elgh-
teanth galned 6 per ocent over the
seventesnth, and, while the statistics for
the nineteenth are not yet completely
avallable, it la probable that its gain over

the eighteenth will be equally remark-
